Carriers and 
vendors are also prohibited from carrying on any form of joint marketing activ- 
ity. Travel agents are required to transmit to consumers all information which 
the air carriers must provide for any service appearing in a default CRS display 
in which the consumer expresses interest; the purpose of this latter change is to 
ensure that consumers are made fully aware of the true characteristics of each 
air service.

subscribers; (b) the undertaking is subject to the same generally applicable Canadian 
policy as other broadcasting undertakings in respect of the use of Canadian and for- 
eign satellite facilities; (c) the undertaking is subject to equitable obligations and 
makes maximum contributions to Canadian programming, including a significant 
financial contribution derived from a percentage of gross annual revenues to the pro- 
duction of Canadian programming, and that the financial contribution is administered 
independently of the undertaking; (d) the undertaking is not prevented from or 
impeded in distributing to its subscribers the same or equivalent programming ser- 
vices offered by other distribution undertakings as a result of contracts or arrange- 
ments entered into by other licensees for the acquisition of rights to the distribution 
or exhibition of such programming services via other distribution undertakings 
within Canada; (e) the undertaking is prohibited from distributing any pay-per-view 
service other than that offered by a DTH pay-per-view television programming 
undertaking; (f) the undertaking is not prohibited from distributing a pay-per-view 
service referred to in paragraph (e), above, for the sole reason that a foreign satellite 
is to be used for the distribution of the non-Canadian programming of that pay-per- 
view service, provided that such use is consistent with generally applicable Canadian 
satellite policy; and (g) where the undertaking decides to distribute one or more 
English-language pay-per-view services, the undertaking is required to distribute at 
least one French-language pay-per-view service as soon as that service becomes 
licensed for DTH distribution. In addition, the CRTC is directed (a) not to authorize 
any person or class of persons to carry on a DTH distribution undertaking other than 
by means of a license issued by the CRTC for that purpose; and (b) following the 
conclusion of the licensing process referred to in this Order, to take all necessary and 
appropriate steps to ensure that no person is authorized to carry on a DTH distribu- 
tion undertaking by any means other than a license. The CRTC is directed not to 
refuse to issue a license to an applicant to carry on a DTH distribution undertaking 
for the sole reason that the applicant holds a license to carry on a DTH pay-per-view 
television programming undertaking. Finally, the CRTC is directed to call, immedi- 
ately on the coming into force of this Order, for license applications to carry on DTH 
distribution undertakings and, thereafter, to complete the licensing process in respect 
of those applications at the earliest time practicable and, in the absence of the most 
compelling of circumstances, not later than November 1, 1995.

Prohibition of Certain Toxic Substances Regulations 

The proposed regulations will consolidate all of the toxic substances whose 
use in Canada should be totally banned for reasons of environmental or health 
protection. The existing regulations for mirex, polychlorinated terphenyls, and poly- 
brominated biphenyls, approved in 1989, would be revoked and the three substances 
covered by Schedule I of the proposed regulations. In addition, two other substances 
— bis(chloromethyl) ether and chloromethyl] methyl ether, will be added to Schedule I. 
While neither are currently present in Canadian commerce, they are being banned as 
a preventative measure. The proposed regulations will not apply to the use of the cov- 
ered substances in laboratories for scientific research purposes or as analytical stan- 
dards. Consultations took place under the Environment Department’s Regulatory 
Review; comments suggested that the existing regulations be consolidated into a 
“generic banned substances regulation’. Under the Act, stakeholders have 60 days to 
comment on the proposed regulations and to, if they choose, request the Minister to 


establish a board of review.

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Vessel Traffic Services Zones Regulations, amendment 
The proposals change the application of the Regulations for fishing vessels 
and pleasure craft; change the reporting requirements for vessels intending to 
enter or intending to depart a berth in a Vessel Traffic Services (VTS) zone; 
change reporting requirements for non-routine reports; and remove the possi- 
bility of self-incrimination by a master. The amendments include minor editorial 
changes; and technical changes are proposed for zone definitions, which would be 
defined within a schedule to the regulations, rather than by reference to the Vessel 
Traffic Services Zone Regulatory Specifications TP 8771. 

The amendments exempt pleasure craft less than 30 metres and fishing vessels 
less than 24 metres in length and not exceeding 150 gross registered tons; the 
current regulations apply to all vessels 20 metres or greater in length. 

The changes require all ships of 500 gross tons or more to report at least 24 hours 
before entering a VTS zone from seaward (the current requirement is 15 minutes); 
require that any fire, collision, grounding, or striking or any defect in the ship’s hull, 
main propulsion systems or steering systems, radars, compasses, radio equipment, 
anchors or cables be reported; and replace a requirement to report 15 minutes prior to 
departing a berth and immediately before a ship departs a berth with a requirement to 
report immediately before commencing and immediately after completing a depar- 
ture manoeuvre. A provision that the Standing Joint Committee for the Scrutiny of 
Regulations thought might be self-incriminating — requiring a ship master to report 
which charts of publications required to be on board under the Charts and Publica- 
tions Regulations are not on board — would be revoked

Fort Frances Airport Zoning Regulations 

The proposed zoning regulations will limit the height of new buildings, struc- 
tures and objects or additions to any existing buildings, structures or objects, 
including objects of natural growth, on lands adjacent to the airport. The pro- 
posed regulations will prohibit such lands from being used or developed in a 
manner that interferes with any signals or communications to and from any 
aircraft or to and from any facilities used to provide services relating to aero- 
nautics. 

Property owners within a radius of 4,000 metres from the airport reference point will 
be restricted to construction to an elevation of 45 metres above the airport reference 
point elevation; within runway approaches and transitional surfaces, they will face 
more restrictive limitations.
